CLEVELAND fW -The three po­ 
tential lovers that Marilyn Shep­ 
p a rd “ sp u rn ed ”—according to her 
husband’s 
story — have 
been 
“checked out” as suspects in her 
slaying, a prosecution staff m e m ­ 
ber said today. 
Dr. Sam uel H. S heppard n am ed 
them to police as “ possible” slay­ 
ers, if they had been the kind of 
person who becom es m aniacal and 
under compulsion of a sexual urge 
does violence to the object of his 
affection. 
The osteopath-surgeon said that 
his wife had “ spurned lovers, po­ 
tential lovers—three that I know 
of . . . I am certain th ere w ere 
m o re.” 


T h at theory, advanced in his own 
defense, w as p art of a statem ent 
Dr. Sheppard gave police six days 
after his wife was bludgeoned to 
death last July 4. The statem en t 
was read to the jury F riday, w ind­ 
ing up three weeks of actual trial 
on a sensational note. 


The m ost telling week for the 
state, which is trying to send the 
30-year-old brain surgeon to the 
electric chair, has been this last 
one.

WASHINGTON (IP) — P resident 
Eisenhow er and top adm inistration 
officials today tested the capability 
of the federal governm ent to o p e r­ 
ate from about 30 secret, widely 
dispersed sites outside Washington 
in case of an atom ic attack 
or 
o th er em ergency. 


About 2,000 federal em ployes, in 
eluding 
Cabinet 
m em bers 
and 
agency heads, started leaving here 
F rid ay night and early today 
to 
reach various secret h ead qu arters 
as far as 300 miles away. 
Their orders directed 
them to 
be operating from the em ergency 
sites by IO a. rn. 
P resident E isenhow er planned to 
ta lk by telephone or radio, 
either 
from his White House desk or his 
atom ic bomb shelter deep below 
the executive mansion, with key 
officials about 10:30 a. rn. 
A White House spokesm an said 
a test of com m unications was the 
m ain feature of this exercise, 
one 
o f a series in a program to 
p re ­ 
p a re the governm ent to carry 
on 
without interruption in event of an 
atom ic or hydrogen bomb attack. 
A sim ulated atom ic attack was 
not involved in this exercise. 
Most details of the exercise and 
th e planning for such em ergency 
operations were secret. 
No rep o rt­ 
e rs 
or news 
photographers w ere 
p erm itted to cover the dispersal 
operation. 
But 
a 
defense 
mobilization 
spokesm an said all governm ent de­ 
p a rtm e n ts and agencies have been 
assigned em ergency headq uarters 
outside Washington at governm ent 
facilities, resorts or collages.

but one agency have moved dupli­ 
c a te s of essential records to their 
designated sites.

husband killed her because they 
quarreled about his extra m arital 
adventures. 
The defense contends an intrud­ 
er, a burglar or a narcoties-crazed 
addict who took

Dr. G erber, in his second surprise, 
dam pened the b u rg lar theory with 
testim ony that the slain w om an’s 
w ristw atch was not rem oved from 
h er wrist until the blood had dried 
u nder the band—a 
process that 
takes at least 15 to 20 minutes. 
The state’s second big gun so 
fa r has been H omicide Detective 
Robert F. Schottke, who after an 
intensive six hours of investigation 
on the m u rd er day went to Dr. 
Sheppard and said: "In my opinion 
you a re the one who killed your 
wife.” 


D iscrepancies Cited 


The Schottke testim ony, 
given 
F riday, 
showed a 
series of a p ­ 
parent discrepancies in the stories 
Dr Sheppard told. 
F or instance, 
Schottke testified that at l l a. rn. 
on the m u rder day Dr. Sam told 
him he believed two intruders were 
in his wife’s room when he went 
in and was knocked out. 


But two hours earlier, according 
to Dr. G erber, Dr. Sam had said 
he saw “ a form and was knocked 
out at the top of the stairs. 


In the m a tter of the “ fo rm ” he 
grappled with upstairs and on the 
beach. Dr. Sheppard, according to 
testimony, told stories that varied 
from describing it as a sort of 
phantom* whose clothes and sex 
he could not m ake out, to saying 
it was probably a tall, heavy, dark- 
complexioned 
white 
m an 
with 
bushy hair and dark clothing.- 


In the m atter of his w ristw atch. 
Dr. Sheppard explained the blood 
on it by saying he took his wife’s 
pulse at the neck after recovering 
from being knocked out, but in 
earlier accounts he just said he 
ran dow nstairs after the “ fo rm ” 
without mentioning any pulse-tak­ 
ing. 
The w ater un der his watch 
crystal he said, variously, c am e 
from w ater skiing, a golf gam e, 
and sports car-riding in the rain.

Man Officially Dead for IO Years Show 
Up, Wife Refuses to Let Him in House 
EDINBURGH. Scotland (CP) 
Jam es Martin, officially “d e a d ” for 
IO years, w anted to go hom e to his 
“widow” today but she was so u p­ 
set on hearing he is alive th at she 
refused to let him enter. 
Martin, 59, came back to Scot­ 
land from London after learning 
that 
Mrs 
Martin was attem p tin g 
to collect money from som e of his 
pre-war investments. 
He disappeared from Bram ely, 
near W inchester, in 1944 d u rin g a 
Nazi air raid. 
“ I was w orking for th e U nited 
States A rm y as a security gu ard in 
a cam p n ear London one night 
when th ere was an air ra id ,” M ar­ 
tin said. 
“ I decided not to go home 
and my wife m ust have decided 
I was dead. 
“ F or two weeks I slept in parks 
and air raid shelters 
Bombing was 
going on all the time. 
Maybe my 


mind becam e a bit unhinged 
I was 
in a horrible state of nerves and 
decided to chuck it and get away 
from it all.” 
During the next IO years M artin 
worked in London. 
His wife thought he was dead 
and obtained a court decree mak 
ing her a widow. 
But w hen she 
went to collect money from M ar­ 
tin's investm ents she was told that 
he had ap p eared the previous week 
and collected it himself 
The puzzled woman went hack 
home and on the following day re 
ceived a letter from Martin asking 
that he be allowed to retu rn to 
their house. 
His letter explained that the Min 
istry of N ational Insurance had con 
tarted him about her claim for a 
widow’s pension and that he did 
not realize he had been declared 
legally dead.

Heavier Fertilization 
Recommended 


Farm operators who are expect 
Fig to build up the potassium and 
ph isphoni levels of their soils will 
need to apply heavier amounts of 
potash ami phosphate, says Farm 
\dvisi*r L. B. Hammel. 
H ii scientists at the University 
of Illinois have upped their pot 
ash .md superphosphate recoin men 
datums ta provide for maximum 
crop yields and at the same time 
t 1 build up an adequate supply 
< f those minerals in the soil. 
Mr. Kiinmcl says these changa 
Ha not mean that the old recoin 
mendations were wrong. 
Those 
amounts were sufficient for the 
level of production on most farms 
arid were considerably larger than 
many farmers have been willing or 
able to use. 
But they were not sufficient for 
maximum yields, and they ware 
not large enough to build up an 
adequate supply of available potu-i 
Mum and phosphorus iii the soil 
The Farm Adviser points out tile 
difference in the old anil new pot 
ash recommendations by using tin 
following example of a soil testing 
b vv in available potassium 
At the old rate, 270 pounds ut

I lie revised recommendations for 
superphosphate call tor heavier ap­ 
plications in cases where the sn 
perphosphat® is to be used to build 
up Du- phosphorus level in the soil. 
rho new recommendations call 
f i* 7t;i) pounds of superphosphate 
tor a four year rota!; ut on soil-, that 
test low in available phosphorus. 
H >il> that test slight in available 
phosphorus need 640 pounds of 
uperphosphate an acre. 
Th - recommended amounts of 
rock phosphate have 
not 
been 
changed. 
The original recotnnu n- 
dations were enough to build up the 
phosphorus level in Ihe soil and 
at the same time give top yields 
of most crops for about 8 to IO 
y ears 
The 
revised 
recommendations 
are now being made for all soil 
samples tested in the county soil 
testing laboratory. These new rec­ 
ommendations are given in more 
detail in University of 1111 n * 1 < Cir

Close grazing of meadows and 
pastures is not recommended in

< HK1STMAS SEALS M ARK THEIR SOTH BIRTHDAY— It s just 50 
years ago, this Christmas season, that the now - familiar Christmas 
Sealx first went on sale in Denmark. 
The 1954 seals, fittingly designed 
by a Danish burn artist, Jorgen G 
Hansen, commemorate that event. 
It all goes hack to 1903 and Einar HolhoelL a Danish postal clerk who 
gave his spare time to sick and poor children. 
As the great flood of 
Christmas letters and packages poured in, he wished that each piece 
of mail would mean pennies for the children hi* loved. 
The idea came 
a special stamp for holiday mail could be sold to raise money. 
King 
Christian later approved the plan. 
So, during the Christmas season of 
1904. four million special stamps were sold in post offices throughout 
Denmark 
The money raised went toward building a .sanatorium for 
children with tuberculosis. 
At tho same time, Sweden picked up Hoi 
bool Es idea and issued similar stamps 
In America, the Danish Amen 
can philanthropist Jacob A 
Kus heard of the seals anil published a 
magazine article about it in 1907. 
The first United States seal sale on 
a nationwide basis was sponsored by tho American Red Cross in 1908 
In 1910 the National Tuberculosis Association became a joint sponsor 
and in 1920, took over the task completely. 
To date, the seals have 
brought in $335.704,044 50. 
The first safe, in 1907, a local one in 
Philadelphia, totaled $3000 
Last year's drive produced $23,889,044 50 
Christmas Seal salt s are now held cat h year in 45 countries throughout 
the world.
